WASHINGTON. — The relatively 
small group of Senators which has 
strong 
convictions 
against 
civil 
rights has again demonstrated its 
easy m astery of the legislative situ­ 
ation. 
It furnished the votes in the Ju­ 
diciary Committee to load the cur­ 
rent civil rights bill with amend­ 
ments fully as controversial as 
the bill itself. 
Then it voted to 
make the amended bill the pend­ 
ing business. 
This is brutal and cynical poli­ 
tics. 
But it must be said for the 
civil rights opposition that it has 
the courage of its depravity. 
Its 
efforts in aid of nullification of 
the Supreme Court’s anti-segrega- 
jtion decision are open, positive 
and direct. 
It is not saying one 
thing and doing another, nor is it 
talking but not acting. 
Its successes are built on the 
failure of the supposed support for 
civil rights to offer equally as 
determined and resourceful a cam­ 
paign in its behalf. 
That support is, in theory, a 
majority. 
It includes President 
Eisenhower 
and 
Vice-President 
Richard M. Nixon. 
In the House 
and Senate, a majority of both Dem­ 
ocrats and Republicans speak well 
of civil rights. 
The party plat­ 
forms demand action. 
Republican 
Senate leader William F. Knowland 
is supposed to be for it; Demo­ 
cratic Senate leader Lyndon B. John­ 
son says it’s inevitable. 
From no quarter of this wide 
circle comes a damn-the-conse­ 
quences demand for a fight to enact 
a meaningful civil rights bill. Such 
a fight would advertise party di­ 
visions on both sides. 
It would be 
wearing on the Senators individually, 
and it would be so time-consuming 
as to prolong this off-year session 
into the hottest weeks of summer. 
Nobody now expects it to take 
place. 
Before the m id-term elec- 
itions next fall, the issue will be 
revived. 
It certainly will be re ­ 
vived before 
1960 by forces led 
by V ice-President Nixon, who has 
so plainly turned toward the pivotal 
states and their crucial m inorities. 
The Judiciary Committee voted 
its civil rights millstones just as 
the small band of dedicated advo­ 
cates of civil rights were trying 
to arouse support for discharge 
petitions to bring the bill to the 
floor. 
This group is about the 
same size in numbers as the die­ 
hard antis, but it is neither so 
influential 
nor 
so 
strategically 
placed. 
The reason is simple. The one- 
party South sends the same elected 
representatives back to Washington 
again and again, so they acquire 
all-im portant 
seniority. 
In 
the 
states from which the political lib­ 
erals come, the election contests 
are always brisk and few members 
achieve prolonged tenur and posi­ 
tions of leadership. 
Nonetheless, few politicians would 
vote against a civil rights bill that 
reached a roll call. 
To avoid that 
roll call is the constant preoccu­ 
pation of the antis. 
The present 
distaste of all political leadership 
in Washington for bruising contro­ 
versy serves them well.

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Observations

EDUCATION TOMORROW 
The Warren area high 
school 
which now is being planned must 
be constructed with far ’more in 
mind than the number of pupils it 
will accomodate in the foreseeable 
future. This we know will reach 
close to 1500 at the present rate of 
expansion the area is enjoying. But 
that is only a part of the picture. 
A special message addressed to 
the 
state 
assembly by Governor 
Leader last week revealed a major 
share of what we have in mind. 
It puts on the line the very possi­ 
bility of which we spoke in a col­ 
umn on March 21, 1957. At that 
time we emphasized the need for 
, unior colleges and the fact that 
.many modern high schools will pro­ 
vide that portion of the educational 
program through night classes. This 
will be profitable in that it will pay 
for itself and will give your better 
teachers additional work in their 
own line. 
Now the governor comes forth 
with 
a tangible proposal that he 
would have included in present bud­ 
get plans. This includes state help 
for those who find higher education 
a financial impossibility, and state 
funds for communities which pro­ 
vide junior college classes for area 
students. Both would be financed by 
a one cent excise tax on soft drinks 
and a half cent per ounce tax on 
soft drink syrups. This would yeild 
$35,000,000 a year. 
We are not supporting or approv­ 
ing die specific program Governor 
Leader has proposed. But we sug­ 
gest that it reveals we have tom or­ 
row already with us and we haven’t 
laid our first stone. The governor’s 
idea we are sure is not his own. It

certainly is based on the thinking 
of progressive educators who see 
the shape of things to come and are 
working to keep this state apace 
with others. 
The state is not telling the high 
schools to do this. It is a voluntary 
program . But it is obvious to us 
that W arren as a county seat may 
find itself in a natural position for 
such a service, and should build 
its school in a way that will make 
it possible to handle such classes, 
and to be expanded for additional 
rooms which may be required for 
higher education at a later date. 
The junior college program in 
Pennsylvania is expected to have a 
student body of about 20,000 young 
people in a very few years. Today, 
nearly half our young people leave 
college before they complete their 
sophomore year. Some find they 
cannot make it financially, 
a n d 
others discover they don’t want to 
complete college. Either one would 
have 
saved much money if they 
could have attended two years of 
junior college night classes in their 
own town or county. 
By removing this load from the 
colleges which today are bulging 
with students, we would allow those 
schools to give their juniors and 
seniors, 
plus the sm aller fresh­ 
man and sophomore classes, much 
m ore attention. The quality of ed­ 
ucation obviously would improve. 
Any future expansion required 
for such educational facilities by 
local schools will be assisted by 
the state on a reim bursement stand­ 
ard sim ilar to the one now being 
used. 
This is the governor’s p ro­ 
posal and if it is stalled until a 
later date we are confident that the 
demand will be sufficient to force 
future 
state officials to follow a 
sim ilar course. 
The specific cost of operating 
junior college classes in a high 
school today is about $500 a stu­ 
dent. The program proposed would 
reim burse the 
local school $200 
per student. Tuitions would pay the 
rest. This means that a boy or girl 
could live at home, work during the 
day, and get past his freshman and 
sophomore years at a cost of about 
$300 a year. 
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WRUNG APPROACH 
Too much of our educational op­ 


portunity today is based on ability 
to pay rather than our ability to 
learn. Governor Leader suggests 
we remedy this by establishing a 
scholarship 
program 
which 
will 
award 5,000 scholarships a year, 
ranging from $200 to $800. Students 
could enter the school of their choice 
and the 
scholarships 
would 
be 
awarded on the basis of examina­ 
tions held in the high school sen­ 
ior year. 
In addition to the scholarships 
the governor proposed a student 
loan 
program. 
For this 
a b o u t 
$1,500,000 would be appropriated 
the first year and the loans would be 
made under rules and regulations 
adopted by the State Council of 
Higher Education. Scholastic ability 
and need would combine to provide 
the basis for a loan. 
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IT IS HERE 
Leaders 
throughout the nation 
realize that our greatest need as 
a country that wants to stay alive 
is education. Whether we adopt Gov­ 
ernor Leader’s program of the mo­ 
ment, revise it to a watered down 
state, or wait for the next governor 
to act, it is a fact we must face 
while building a high school. If our 
state is alert and can set politics 
aside, the forward step is here. If 
we must hedge a bit, it will be 
here in another two or four years. 
It won’t go backwards. It will 
grow, and we must grow with it. 
For that reason we must build 
accordingly. We must build an ex­ 
pandable school. And certainly we 
must build on an area that allows for 
such expansion. 
We should not a t­ 
tempt to foresee the complete ex­ 
pansion picture of tomorrow. Land 
is our cheapest investment and we 
should buy enough of it to more than 
accomodate any need we can today 
imagine. 
But even today, in our present 
building plans, we must think big so 
that facilities we now provide will do 
more than serve 1500 high school 
upper classmen. 
Conservatively speaking we be­ 
lieve we may want to have science 
and technical facilities to handle' 
approximately one hundred advanced 
students in our new high school. If 
w'e don’t allow some kind of cushion 
such as this at the very start we will 
be out of date die day we open our 


doors. Our figures are far from 
professional. Leaders in this field 
should be consulted. 
The important step is to consult 


them and to accept their suggestions. 
Tomorrow is today when you are 
spending over two million dollars on 
educational facilities.

Next would come a neat little 
bedroom, then a bath (including a 
shower), and at the end another 
bedroom.

Warren Sewage Plant 
Plans Are Discussed 


Prelim inary plans relative to the 
construction of a $1,500,000 sewage 
plant for W arren were discussed by 
the Warren Borough Sanitary Au­ 
thority m em bers and the Warren 
borough council sanitary facilities 
com m ission when they met Monday 
night. 
The C hester Engineers of 
Pittsburgh, who have been employed 
for many years to keep plans for the 
plant up to date, were authorized to 
commence 
a 
study 
of 
the 
rate 
charges for sewage rentals. 
Robert Kopf was named chairman 
of the authority, and Albert R asm us­ 
sen vice cha m a n . Other m em bers 
a re 
W. 
Floyd 
Clinger, C lare J . 
C rary, and Robert Dunham. S. Knox 
Harper 
has been named attorney 
for the authority and the bond coun­ 
sel is the firm of Kirkpatrick, Pom ­ 
eroy, Lockhart, and Johnson. 
The plans already have been ap­ 
proved by the state and now await 
approval by the federal government. 
T h is will provide $250,000 toward 
the cost. Bonds will be floated by 
the authority and will be paid off 
by 
some 
kind 
of sewage rental. 
The most efficient kind of rental 
is 
based 
on 
the water bill, but 
Warren does not ow: irs water plant 
and this might prov? unwieldy. Some 
communities base the rental on the 
building size, number of fixtures, 
number of rooms, n u m i:.: of sewer 
connections, and othe* 
m easures. 
Though much ot the Warren sewer 
system was laid with the help o f 
federal 
funds 
and land has been 
bought for the plant and the pumps, 
there is little doubt that Warren 


will have to spend m ore than is r e ­ 
quired for a plant. Many areas of 
W arren have no storm sew ers, and 
the size of the plant will be d eter­ 
mined by the volume it must accom ­ 
modate. Storm sew ers in such areas 
as 
the 
West 
side would provide 
better drainage in those areas and 
would 
reduce 
the 
volume in the 
sanitary sew ers. 
There also are some very inad­ 
equate 
sew ers 
in 
W arren. They 
already 
are 
inadequate 
and with 
the 
potential 
growth that can be 
foreseen are destined to be even 
more so. 
When rental is based on the m e­ 
tered flow of water, the as 
s s - 
ment is a percentage of th 
.er 
bill. This ranges from ten r ; 
.lent 
to sixty per cent in various com ­ 
munities. Some charge a fiat annual 
rate plus a percentage of the water 
bill. 
Where rental is based in fixtures 
the annual bill averages about $2.50 
per 
toilet, 
$2 
for baths, $2 for 
sinks, $1.25 for basins, $1.50 for 
shower baths, $1 for drinking foun­ 
tains, $10 for bar drains, and sim ­ 
ilar figures for other types. Laun­ 
dries often are charged from $20

Hobby In Wood 


Nestled among the hills of the 
Yule Tree Farm on the Kiantone 
Road, 
near Akeley, 
is a 
rustic 
little building known as the Country 
Garden Shop which is in all reality, 
the outgrowth of one man’s intense 
interest in the tree business. This 
interest in the “ living tree” began 
back in 1928 when john H. Stewart, 
local attorney, was then employed 
in the Dept, of Forests & Waters 
Now owner of a number of tree 
farms throughout six different town­ 
ships in Warren County, Mr. Stew­ 
art’s interest was stimulated to the 
point where forest or wood products 
were also included in his hobby. 
As 
a 
result the Country Garden 
Shop 
was 
“ a natural” 
with 
the 
present trend toward outdoor patio 
living. 
Here, 
a hobby was com­ 
mercialized a bit in order to make 
readily available to all, the many 
articles of various woods in rustic, 
colonial, 
early 
American 
and 
modern design now on display there. 
In visiting this little shop (which 
is an experience in itself to lovers 
of fine wood) a stroll over to the 
nearby lath house will disclose many 
plants once thought to be unsuitable 
for our northern climate. One such 
ornamental is the Hex opaca, or the 
America n Holly. Ail experiments 
of this nature are not successful, 
as he will tell you, and can be­ 
come an expensive proposition in 
that once found not suitable, the 
Yule Tree Farm immediately r e ­ 
jects the plant from further cul­ 
tivation. He continues, however to 
search for those that are unusual. 
This tree hobby of his seems to 
be contagious as is evidenced in 
not only the daily interest and par­ 
ticipation shown by Mrs. Stewart 
and the three children, but also in 
the numerous tree farms which have 
been established throughout the area 
as a result of helpful advice and 
genuine interest.

To mention the word fish, brings 
thoughts of a beauty playing on the 
end of a line and with it will be 
a 
story to be told. Or if not a 
single beauty at least a full bas­ 
ket, the limit no less, is our dream 
and desire. To others just to be 
along the banks of a stream with 
a pole and line is sufficient to 
satisfy our desires that we might 
dream away our time. 
* 


To a few of us a fish holds an 
entirely different fascination, which 
sometimes often grows to that of 
envy. We like to sit and watch him 
lazily stirring on the bottom of a 
pool. What a lifel It is our envyl 
Suddenly he bores of the spot and 
glides easily through the water and 
again we envy at his lack of lost 
motion, the effortless untiring ease 
with which he moves. Suddenly he 
hits the surface with open mouth 
and a portion of his evening meal 
has been consumed. Again we envy 
at the ease with which a mere fish 
can sustain itself, much different 
than our unhappy lot. 
And yet our envy for this thing 
named fish makes us want to see 
more of him. Many of us have tried 
a fish bowl in the house but that 
is a 
rather monotonous routine, 
just round and round a little bowl. 
Then, too, the atmosphere and envy 
are gone in the confines of a fish 
bowl. 
Our answer has been in the c o r­ 
ner of the garden, where partially 
shaded by a maple or birch is our 
fish pool. The surrounding area 
has been naturalized with stones 
and planting to give the desired 
effect. 
A couple of sawed off logs 
serve as the stumps, where we 
may enjoy watching our fish. Water 
lilies have been added to give cover 
for the fish as well as add a more 
attractive setting. 
* 


With the coming of spring, to the 
fish as to most wildlife comes 
thoughts of reproduction. In this 
vane our thoughts do not turn to 
enyy. Nonetheless, it is most in­ 
teresting and fascinating to watch. 
Water hyacinths are placed in the 
pool at this time, on which the fish 
lay their eggs. The hyacinths also 
act as a cover for die little fish 
after they are hatched. It is an 
eye straining process looking for 
the new hatchlings, which are hair- 
Hike in size with two dots for eyes. 


It is indeed an interesting process 
to watch the shaping of the miniature 
body of a fish from this tiny wiggling 
hair with two dots for eyes. 
When our eyes tire of watching 
and wondering at the life contained 
in these tiny bodies, we relax and 
watch the easy effortless motion of 
the parent fish. They are neither 
proud nor concerned about their 
off-spring, and again we envy. 
By fall, this new generation have 
attained proportions of two to three 
inches in length and there seems no 
m easure of their energy as they 
play tag and follow the leader about 
the pool. The heat of the summer 
holds no worries for them in their 
play. 
We become envious of them and 
their comfort in the heat of the day 
and go off for a swim of our own. And 
though we find relief and refresh ­ 
ment with the swim, we soon tire 
with our effort and our envy turns 
back to those fish in the pool, who 
are gliding lazily about. 
* 


As we sit complacently by the side 
of our pool, we note that the small 
fry are also fascinated by that life 
which lives in the water. We also 
note that when small friends gather 
at our house, they can be found by 
the side of the pool, some wide­ 
eyed, some with that far away look 
and some just plain looking, but all 
with a common interest. 
* 


To us the pool is the most im ­ 
portant part of our garden. We like 
our tulips, our roses, our phlox 
and all the rest of the flowers that 
brighten our picture, and it is among 
them that we work and give care. 
When all is said and done it is back 
to that corner in the garden where 
our pool lies, where we relax and 
envy the carefree life of a fish. 
* 


That pool with the fish can be 
yours, too, with not too much effort 
to build. It can be as simple or as 
elaborate as you like. It can be 
in the corner or the center, on 
the smallest or the largest of lots. 
It can be made of cement, brick, 
tile, yes, even plastic if you wish. 
A plain, placid pool, formal or 
informal, a fountain or a small 
water fall operated with a small 
centrifugal pump. 
When finished, 
your labor in that part of the g a r­ 
den is over or practically so; for 
it is here that we go to sit and 
watch our fish -- to dream and 
have envy for no man -- just envy

FEWER TROUT PLANTINGS 
Though close to 600,000 brook, 
brown, and rainbow trout will be 
placed in approved state waters in 
the coming weeks, it will be 400,000 
short of last season’s in-season 
trout plantings, 
according to the 
Pennsylvania 
Fish 
Commission. 
This completes the state’s stocking 
program for the year and represents 
the loss of sport which fishermen 
must suffer if funds are not avail­ 
able to do an adequate job. Further 
reductions will result next year 
unless additional revenue is made 
available, 
says Dewey Sorenson, 
superintendent of hatcheries. 
* 


With the greater proportion of the 
trout plantings being completed, the 
Fish Commission is now turning its 
activity to other game fish, which 
.include smallmouth and largemouth 


bass, walleyes, northern pike, cat­ 
fish, 
crappies, 
yellow perch and 
elvers. 
Sorenson refrained from naming 
the areas that would receive the 
warm water fishes until a d eter­ 
mination is made of the success of 
the netting operations. "Adverse 
weather and water conditions during 
the periods when these species are 
concentrated in areas where they 
can be netted or trapped, could keep 
their numbers below what we hope 
to get. On the other hand, given 
favorable conditions, we should en­ 
counter no difficulty in realizing 
maximum catches.”

WASHINGTON. ~ It is getting 
a little hard to sit here and watch 
the rape of our natural resources 
— and at the expense of us tax­ 
payers. 
Which is by way of revealing 
another hair-curling chapter in the 
famous Hell’s Canyon grab which, 
you may recall, played so much a 
part in a Democratic party upsurge 
in the Pacific Northwest last No­ 
vember which still apparently has 
had no effect on the Eisenhower 
Administration. 
You are ifamiliar with the first 
chapter — how the Eisenhower Ad­ 
ministration got the valuable power 
site at Hell’s Canyon on the Snake 
River along the Idaho-Oregon border 
handed over to the Idaho Power 
Company of Augusta, Maine. Fifty 
years ago this valuable site was 
set aside by President Theodore 
Roosevelt, a far-seeing conserva­ 
tionist, so that eventually it might 
be developed by the government 
for all the people and to keep it 
out of the hands of private ex­ 
ploiters which he feared might hap­ 
pen. It has. 
The second chapter has to do 
with approval by Gordon Gray, De­ 
fense Mobilizer, of a fast tax write­ 
off for the Idaho Power Company 
under an emergency law originally 
enacted to encourage our industry 
to build war plants and expand 
capacity for World War ll. How this 
law has been stretched to favor all 
sorts of business with no real rea­ 
son in national defense, including 
utilities, has been explained here 
before. But this subsidy to a com­ 
pany which represented itself as 
financially responsible and able to 
get financing when it got its license 
from the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion is rather startling, except it 
is part of the pattern of favoritism 
to big business to which most of us 
here have had to become accus­ 
tomed. 
Under terms of the rapid amor­ 
tization granted to Idaho Power it 
will be permitted to write off in 
five years — at 20 per cent a 
year — 65 per cent of the cost of 
the projected Brownlee Dam and 
60 per cent of the cost of the Ox­ 
bow Dam, two of the three low 
dams it has engaged to build, in­ 
stead of the one high Federal dam 
which clearly was favored by a 
majority of people in the area 
The two dams are to cost $103, 
000,000. 
The effect of the “ accelerated 
amortization” in this case will be 
to reduce very materially the in­ 
come tax liability of the Idaho Pow­ 
er Company during the five-year 
write-off period. Its tax savings, 
which will run into many millions, 
, represent an interest-free loan by 
A the government. The loss of rev­ 
enue must be made up by the rest 
of us during the five years the com­ 
pany has the use of its tax-saving 
for investment or whatever. While 
it is true that at the end of the five 
years the corporation's taxable in­ 
come would be greater in the exact 
amount by which it was reduced 
through accelerated amortization, 
there is a good chance that the 
corporation tax rate will be re­ 
duced by then. Anyhow, the com­ 
pany has the benefit of the tax-free 
loan. 
How this subsidy affects the rest 
of us as taxpayers and consumers 
is explained in an analysis of how 
accelerated amortization works for 
the building of new plants to be 
found in the book “ Monopoly in 
America,” written by two men who 
have served as advisors of govern­ 
ment agencies and Congressional 
committees, Dr. Walter Adams, a s­ 
sociate professor of economics at 
Michigan State University, and Dr 
Horace M. Gray, professor of ec­ 
onomics at the University of Illi­ 
nois. Of it they say: 
“ The result is a two-directiona 
subsidy. Non-privileged taxpayers 
are required to make good the de­ 
ficiency in the Federal revenue 
arising from such tax immunity 
From this poipt of view the subsidy 
|takes the form of an interest-free

loan from the Treasury in the amount 
of the tax reductions at compound 
interest over the normal life of the 
new plant. The excess depreciation 
charges over the five-year period 
constitute a disguised capital levy 
against consumers to provide part 
of the capital for the new plant. 
Thus both taxpayers and consumers 
are penalized for the benefit of the 
private monopoly.” 
Members of Congress from the 
Pacific Northwest who are com­ 
plaining bitterly about what Senator 
Wayne Morse (D., Ore.) called “ an­ 
other shocking betrayal of the public 
interest” suggest that the company 
was having difficulty getting its 
financing and was bailed out by the 
government with this subsidy. 
The accelerated amortization de­ 
vice, which was resorted to in World 
War II and in the Korean War to in­ 
duce reluctant industry to expand 
plant capacity, has been constantly 
criticized as special privilege. It 
was called “ legalized profiteering” 
by the Brewster Senate committee 
of the Republican 80th Congress, 
1947-49, and “ the biggest bonanza 
that ever came down the govern­ 
ment pike” by the House Govern­ 
ment Operations Committee. Just 
recently an end to it was called 
for by Senator Harry F. Byrd (D., 
Va.), Chairman of the Senate F i­ 
nance Committee, and also by Sec 
retary of Treasury George Hum­ 
phrey, who termed it “ an artificial 
stimulus of a dangerous type” that 
favored one group over another. 
He got it suspended for a time in 
certain areas of industry. But it 
is back again in full flower, as 
we see.
